I have just gotten and read Larry Niven & Jerry I ournelle ' s The Mote i n GodVs JEvo 
and a miracle has occurred,. Those who have heard me talk cn the subject know I hold 
the opinion there has not been one topnotch sf or fantasy novel over 350 pages« "?oll,

It's a first contact story that takes place a thousand years in the future* On 
the other side of the Coal Sack Nebula, an alien ship is observed coming in at T/° 
of the speed of light 0 It is caught and on opening it it is found there is one dead 
alien in it, along with a technology vastly superior to Humanity 0 A ship is sent out 
to contact the world from whence it came e 

A barebones analysis, yes c But the beauty of the science is what you expect from 
the Larry Niven who wrote R ingworld and "All the Myriad Ways" c Niven* s one weak point 
is the dryness of his books© In this collaboration with i J ournelle there is none of 
that. 

The book is 537 pages in length and there is not one slow passage in the book. 
There is a huge cast of characters and two civilisations to explore^
